How this ques- 
tion might be settled was a problem that had been bother- 
ing officials and residents of the two cities for many, many 
months. 


The fact that representatives of the two cities have ar- 
rived at a general plan for an immediate settlement is a 


relief, 

Ultimately the question had to be settled. Conference 
after conference between officials of the two cities had been 
fruitless. Finally, a law suit seemed to be the only method 
left. But no one wanted to resort to that method, 


Members of the two official bodies squarely faced the 
question, analyzed the problem, and acted in accordance 
with their best judgment. 

Such action is conducive to the building of a greater con- 
fidence in public officials, to the development of a stronger, 


inter-city friendship and results in the most economical 
method of handling a publie service. 
While details of the proposed agreement have not been 


made public, it is safe to.assume that the plan is the most 


feasible for all concerned.
